The ““let alone’’ polivy which -bas hitherto
provailed has not been destituteof good frufts,
Thae efforts of philanthropio citizens have dons
o uoh to atone for the bhabitual neglect of th+
Commonwaealth, and a host of useful institn
tions have been established and maintained by
private oontributions. Bal as there is_ 1o
goueral system and no authorized supervision,
groes megleot in some quarters, grave erross
and abuses in others, and an inadequacy of
means to the ends that should be attained, are
paiofally apparent.

The abisard extent to which the system ol
doaoentralization, or of abnegation of the duty
of the Commonwealth, is ocarcied, is forcibly
illustrated by the remark of the committee
that “Pennsylvania has not a siongle charita-
ble or correctional fostitution which is owned,
oontrolled, and exclasively supported by the
Btate;" for although ths penitentisries aud
the Biate Asylom for the [nsaue are nnder im-
meadiate State control, their expsngass are de.
frayed mainly by the respective connties. A
defense for this neglest ma4y bes found in the
faot that the State mauagemont of affairs of
aay description has nanally proved a lament- |

The State contains nearly
1000 blind persons, and provision should be
mude for at lonst 300 pupils, d
i, The Pennsylvania Institution for the
Deaf and Dumb receives a large portion of its
invotue from the Etate, the snm of $240 beiug
pald for each.indigent pupil, and the commit-
tee recommend that it ghonld be removed into
the country on account of its insafident
grounds and defective bulldings. It also
advises that the puapils ghonld “spend more
time at work,’ and that “a olass of pupils
thounld be organized to bs tanght by the
wethod of artionlation.'

ti, The Training School for Feable-Minded
Children is comparatively a new institution,
It contained in 1867, 177 pupils, of whom
110 were gnpported by the State at an annunal
expenditure per pupil of two hundred and
fifty dollars.

7. Nothing important has yet been doma,
cither by direot State or municipal authority,
to provide proper honses of correotion and
cmployment, except that in Alleghany connty
& workhouse npon animproved plan, which
is to cost 3400,000, is now being erected.

5. A number of “homes for the friendless"
have been established by private efforts, and
some of them are sustained in part by State
sppropriations.

The most beneliwent work of which the
State boasts ia the establishment and man-
tenance of soldivra' orphans’ chools and
homes., The Commouwealth {8 now sapport-
ing {600 poldiers' orphans, in forty diffsreut
iustitutios, at au expense of oearly 500,000
per annuw. The committes, however, evi-
dently incline to the opinion that many of the
children would bLe as well cared for and as
well aducated if they resided with private |
fawilies as they unow are, and that by avera |
management large sums could be saved (o the
treasury without detriment to the orphaus.
